are certaine formes on which the Nobility and

In the other two aboue theſe, doe fit the Ladies

nalls,but through the Queenes quarter, 
Yearely-vpon Twelfe day (in Memoriall of the 
three Kings of the Eaſt ) the King offers at the 
High- Altar, three filuer Challices gilt with gold: of 
which one is dedicated to the Eſcariall , the ſecond 
remaines in the Chappell, and the thirdis ginen to 
ſome poore Pariſh nh at his Maieſties pleaſyre 
and diretion, 
| Likewiſeit is a Cuſtome in Spayne, for the King 
after the firſt yeare of his Coronation, yearely to 
offcr at the High-Altar ſo many Crownes as he is 
yeares old, which money is diſtributed to the poore 
by his Maieſties Almeſmener, 
Whenthe King goes to the Chappel],tis guard 
of Spaniardes,and Germanes, with their Holberts in 
their hands do make a Guard for his perſon, from 
the Preſence to the Chappell: the Spaniards taking 
the right hand file as the King goes to the Chap- 
pell,and the Germanes at his returne backe, 
Now for his order of going to the Chappell.

Theſe twoloaues arecouered with a napkin, and 
a Platediſh vpon that, and then all is againe coue- 
red with a wrought Tablecloath of needleworke, 
| her Meate is brought vp in this manner ; 

Firſt, goe before three Corporalls of the three 
Guards his Spaniards , Germanes and Burgun= 
dians: after them two Seargeants at Armes , with 
their Maſes of (iluer, and gilt, in which are ingraued 
the Armes of Caftida and Leon : next vnto them 
goe foure Stewards or Controulers with ſtaues in 
their hands, and then the Lord High-Steward with 
his hatt on; now the firſt courſe is brought vp by 
the Guard, and being brought to the Queenes 
Table the Lord High-Steward placerh it thereon:

which firſt and ſecond diſhes are moſt commonly 
for the Chaplaine of Honour, who doeth weekely 
waltc in his turne.

For euery diſh of meate that the Queene doth 
taſte of, ſhe hath a cleane trencher and napkin deli- 


uered vnto her: and the number of diſhes doth not 


exccede aboue twenty vpon a feaftiuall day. 


When her Maieſtie hath any defire to drinke,ſſe - 


beckeneth with her head to one of the three Ladies 
then attending , who (vnderſtanding her meaning 
by the ſigne) beckens to one of the Mininos to goe 
for it : who preſently gocs, being conducted by one 
of the Controulers , or Stewards, to the preſence 
doore, where hee departs from him; and then a 
Yeoman-vſher attends him to the Plate-cubboard, 
where he takes a Glaſle or Cup of Water, (with a 
bearing plate whereon it ſtands) and returnes backe 
to the aforeſaid Lady inthe ſame maner that hee 
went from her; and then the Lady and he doe both 
kneele downe to the Queene; and the Lady taki 


the bearing plate and Cup inher right hand , and 
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vncouering the Cup with her two middle fingersof 
her left hand: and the bearing plate with her fore- 
finger and thumbe of the ſame hand, holds 
the Cup or Glaſle ſtill in her right hand ,  powring

King morethen threeſcore Millions ) and the con- 
cinuall charge he is at of Garriſons in Africa, beſides 
kis Sea forces and ſundry great arty ri , hee is 
much impoueriſhed and indebted: for hee oweth 
abouc twenty Millions of Duckats to the Genoneſſes, 
beſides diuers other ſeuerall ingagements;for which 
he payeth yearely intereſt: ſothat moſt commonly 
hee is fo much behind hand as the full value of his 
Plate-fleetecomes to,if it returne ſaf- home to him, 
now the Kings part of that fleere commeth nor to 
aboue feuen Millions, or thereabours ; the reſt be- 
ing the Merchants , amounting to fo much as the 
Kings Share or rathcr more.

ledge any ſuch matter, but doth lay clayme to the 
Kingdome of Naples, as hereditary to his Crowne. 

This Kingdome of Naples for wealth (in reſpe&- 
of the continent doth exceede moſt Kingdomes of 
Chriſtendome. For this Kingdome with Szcike, 
Millane,Sardinia, Majorca, Minorca, Flaunaers and Bur- 
genare doe yeeld the King aboue cight Millions a. 


| yoare, none of which is put into the Kings Cofers 


Except a little from Naples: and Sicilie : the reſt and 
more 1s disburſed for the maintenance of his Vice- 
xoys, Gouernours, Captaines, Garriſons, Officers, 
and other charges in that behaltfe. 
The Kingdomeof Speyre.in impoſts , Bulls of 
41 Cruſade, 
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Cr»ſada,and Ecclefiaſtica 
to the Kingat the leaſt fixe Millions of Duckatrs a 
yeare: which arc disburſed for the maintenance of 
his Court, payment of Pentions, and detraying of 
Charges in Marriall affaires.
